BY-LAWS 

of  the  Fairfield  Historical  Society 

section  i 

The  seal  of  the  Society  shall  be  circular  in  form  having  in  the 
center  a  facsimile  of  the  signature  of  Roger  Ludlow,  a  leader  at  the 
founding  of  Fairfield  in  1639,  with  such  further  insignia  and  letter¬ 
ing  as  the  Council  may  approve. 

SECTION  II 

The  seven  incorporators  of  the  Society,  with  their  associates 
and  successors  under  the  constitution  and  by-laws  shall  constitute 
the  members  of  the  Society. 

SECTION  III 

Any  person  upon  approval  by  the  Council  and  upon  the  payment 
of  dues  in  any  class  of  membership  selected  (except  honorary)  may 
become  a  member  of  the  Society.  The  Council  may  at  its  discretion 
elect  any  person  as  an  honorary  member  without  annual  or  other 
dues.  Bills  for  the  annual  dues  shall  be  sent  out  October  1st,  and 
a  second  bill  to  those  in  arrears  on  January  1st.  Members  whose 
dues  are  unpaid  for  two  years  may  be  dropped  from  membership. 
There  shall  be  the  following  classes  of  membership: 

A.  Individual — $1.00  per  annum. 

B.  DUAL  (including  husband  and  wife) — $2.00  per  annum. 

C.  HOUSEHOLD  (including  husband  and  wife  and  all  members 
of  family  residing  under  the  same  roof) — $5.00  per  annum. 

D.  Sustaining — $10.00  per  annum. 

E.  Contributing — $25.00  per  annum. 

F.  PATRONS — $100.00  per  annum. 

G.  Life — any  active  member  who  shall  make  a  payment  of 
$500.00  to  the  treasury. 

SECTION  IV 

The  government  of  the  Society  shall  be  vested  in  a  Council  and 
such  executive  officers  as  are  provided  in  Section  VI,  hereof. 

The  Council  shall  consist  of  not  fewer  than  fifteen  nor  more 
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than  thirty  members  of  the  Society,  who  shall  be  chosen  (at  the 
regular  annual  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Society)  for  a  term  of 
one  year  from  the  date  of  their  election  and  until  their  successors 
shall  be  elected  and  qualify. 

Any  vacancy  for  any  cause  among  the  members  of  the  Council 
may  be  filled  by  it  for  the  unexpired  term  by  the  affirmative  vote  of 
not  less  than  five  of  its  members. 

Five  members  of  the  Council  shall  constitute  a  quorum  at  any 
meeting. 

The  Council  shall  hold  an  annual  meeting  immediately  follow¬ 
ing  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  and  such  stated  monthly  or 
other  meetings  as  it  may  deem  proper;  and  special  meetings  of  the 
Council  may  be  called  at  any  time  for  any  appropriate  purpose  by 
the  President  or  Vice-President  by  notice  given  or  mailed  to  each 
member  not  less  than  twenty-four  hours  before  the  hour  of  the 
meeting. 


SECTION  V 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  in  the  Town 
of  Fairfield  in  the  month  of  October  in  each  year  or  on  a  date  there¬ 
after  (but  not  later  than  the  end  of  the  year)  to  be  named  by  any 
two  of  the  officers. 

It  shall  be  deemed  the  duty  of  the  Council  to  submit  to  each 
annual  meeting  of  the  Society  for  its  information  and  discussion,  with¬ 
out  special  notice,  a  general  review  of  the  affairs  and  doings  of  the 
Society  during  the  past  year,  with  such  reports  of  its  executive  officers 
and  committees  as  may  seem  desirable  or  may  be  called  for  by  the 
meeting;  and  also  to  provide  an  appropriate  address  or  other  suitable 
entertainment  for  each  annual  meeting,  and  for  other  occasional 
meetings  of  the  Society,  from  time  to  time,  in  furtherance  of  its  pur¬ 
poses. 

Special  meetings  of  the  Society  may  be  called  and  held  for  any 
appropriate  purpose  as  and  whenever  the  Council  may  deem  needful. 

A  special  meeting  shall  be  called  by  the  Council  and  held  when¬ 
ever  fifteen  members  of  the  Society  shall  request  the  Council  in  writing 
to  call  such  a  meeting. 

Ten  members  of  the  Society  shall  constitute  a  quorum  at  any 
annual  and  special  meeting  for  the  transaction  of  any  business  prop¬ 
erly  brought  before  the  meeting. 
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The  notice  of  any  annual  or  special  meeting  of  the  Society  may 
be  given  by  giving  or  mailing  the  same  to  each  member  of  the  Society 
at  least  live  days  before  such  meeting. 

SECTION  VI 

The  Council  shall  at  its  regular  annual  meeting  immediately 
following  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Society  elect  from  the  members 
of  the  Council,  by  a  majority  vote  of  those  present,  the  following 
officers,  to  serve  for  a  term  of  one  year  from  the  date  of  their  election 
and  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected  and  qualify:  President,  First 
Vice-President,  Second  Vice-President  and  Third  Vice-President, 
(said  Vice-Presidents  shall  serve  and  be  designated  in  the  order  of 
their  election),  Treasurer,  Secretary  and  Corresponding  Secretary. 
Said  officers  shall  perform  the  duties  customarily  performed  by  a 
president,  vice-president,  treasurer,  secretary  and  corresponding  secre¬ 
tary,  respectively,  and  such  other  duties  as  the  Council  may  from 
time  to  time  prescribe. 


SECTION  VII 

There  shall  be  the  following  standing  committees  each  of 
which,  except  the  Finance  Committee,  shall  consist  of  not  fewer  than 
three  (3)  members: 

Membership 

Accessions 

Library 

House 

Research 

Finance 

Program 

The  President  shall  be  a  member  ex-officio  of  all  standing  com¬ 
mittees.  These  committees  together  with  such  other  committees  as 
the  President  may  from  time  to  time  appoint  shall  perform  such  duties 
as  may  be  from  time  to  time  delegated  by  the  President  or  by  the 
Council. 

The  Finance  Committee  (which  shall  consist  of  not  fewer  than 
five  (5)  members  and  shall  include  the  Treasurer)  shall  care  for 
and  have  the  power  to  invest  and  reinvest  the  Society’s  funds,  pro¬ 
vided,  however,  that  not  more  than  ten  percent  (10%)  of  the 
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Society's  funds  shall  be  invested  in  the  securities  or  obligations  of  3 
particular  person,  firm,  association  or  corporation  without  the  ap¬ 
proval  of  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  Council. 
The  Committee  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  a  nominee  in  whose 
name  the  stocks,  bonds  and  other  properties  of  the  Society  (except 
real  estate  or  any  interest  therein)  may  be  held  as  nominee,  upon  such 
conditions  as  to  indemnity  as  the  Council  shall  from  time  to  time 
approve.  In  dealing  with  the  Society  and/or  with  the  nominee 
no  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  be  required  to  ascertain  whethei 
or  not  the  Society’s  investment  in  a  particular  security  is  within  the 
limit  hereinbefore  provided  or  whether  the  nominee  has  furnished 
indemnity  and  shall  be  protected  in  dealing  with  the  nominee  in 
the  same  manner  as  an  individual  owner. 

The  President  at  least  a  week  before  the  regular  annual  meeting 
of  the  Society  shall  appoint  a  committee  of  three  members  of  the 
Council,  to  be  known  as  the  Nominating  Committee.  Said  Nomin¬ 
ating  Committee  shall  prepare  and  present  to  the  regular  annual  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Society  a  list  of  twenty-one  names  for  election  to  the 
Council,  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

SECTION  VIII 

The  collections  made  by  the  Society  shall  never  be  broken  up  by 
sale  or  by  division  among  its  members,  nor  shall  they  ever  be  re¬ 
moved  from  Fairfield;  nor  shall  any  article  be  exchanged  or  disposed 
of,  except  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Council. 

SECTION  IX 

These  By-Laws,  with  the  exception  of  Section  VIII  (which  is 
deemed  to  be  of  the  nature  of  a  contract)  may  be  amended,  changed 
or  repealed,  but  only  at  an  annual  or  other  meeting  of  the  Society 
called  with  notice  of  the  purpose,  by  the  affirmative  vote  of  not  less 
than  three-fourths  of  the  members  present;  and  then  only  provided 
notice  of  the  proposed  amendment,  change  or  repeal  has  been  previ¬ 
ously  given  at  a  meeting  of  the  Council  duly  called  to  consider  it.
